Ixiuisiana, Alabama, Mis- 


sissippi and Georgia would 
be discriminatory because 
they would lose their right- 
ful share of federal funds 
from the Health, Educa- 
tion and Welfare Depart- 
ment for failure to comply 
with desegregation orders. 


He also voiced concern

tercourse and number of 
partners.

supported by the govern- 
ment designed to provide 
information 
on whether 


oral 
contraceptives in- 


crease the risk of cancer. 


Corfman and Seigel tes-

Scientists have synthe- 


sized a rare "whate" car- 
bon they say could be 
molded into artificial dia- 
monds the size of a suit- 
case or larger. 


"We're 
talking 
about 


slabs of synthetic diamond 
that would sell for dollars 
per 
pound 
instead o£ 


hundreds of dollars per 
karat," said James Mc- 
Clelland, a physicist for 
Aerospace Corp. in El Se- 
gundo. 


DIAMONDS are a form 


of carbon. White carbon is 
an ash-like substance that 
forms on graphite — the 
soft form of carbon used 
in pencils — after expo- 
sure to heat of 6,000 de- 
grees Fahrenheit. 


White carbon's tiny crys- 


tals, a few thousandths of 
an inch in diameter, are 
transparent and have vir- 
tually the. same hardness 
and density as natural dia- 
monds. 


Only 
minute 
amounts 


have been created, so far, 
but McClelland said in an 
interview 
that 
research 


has 
shown they can be 


pressed together into slabs 
or 
fused 
into 
various 


shapes — impossible with 
natural diamonds. 


POTENTIAL applica- 


tions include super strong 
portholes for submarines 
and 
spacecraft, 
scratch- 


proof lenses for cameras 
and telescopes and better 
and 
cheaper 
grinding 


wheels- for industry. 


Military 
applications 


might include see-through 
armor 
for 
aircraft and 


tanks. 
Spacecraft might 


have diamond heat shields 
that would be reusable be- 


causo they would not be 
charred 
by atmospheric 


re-entry. But McClelland 
said he was not free to 
talk about such uses. 


Purest forms of white 


carbon 
may 
eventually 


find use in jewelry, but 
McClelland said he be- 
lieved the greatest initial 
demand would come from 
industry. 


"IT PROBABLY will be 


several years before the 
material is available com- 
mercially," he said.

It was, of course, the 


patented style of Paulsen 
satire — the inverted non- 
sense delivered in a dead- 
pan cross between mono- 
logue and lecture. It was 
the kind of thing Paulsen | 
does best, and was a very 
good ending to his half- 
hour show. Unfortunately, 
it came almost a half-hour 
too late. 


THE 
BASIC 
problem 


with the debut was not so 
much the sketches them- 
selves, despite their gener- 
al failure. The problem is 
'that a little bit of Paulsen 
— like a little bit of Jona- 
than Winters — goes a 
long, long way. The sort of 
thing he did at the end is, 
as indicated, his meat. But 
to do that kind of thing for 
a half hour is'too much to 
ask for a performer and 
his writers — and also too 
much to ask an audience 
to accept. 


Therefore, the debut fell 


back

sketches. The 


viewer 
could 
see 
that 


nearly every sketch had 
the germ of a satirical 
statement — but, alas, the

It was 
the kind of thing Paulsen 
does best, and was a very 
good ending to his half- 
hour show. Unfortunately, 
it came almost a half-hour 
'too. late. 


THE

problem 


with the' debut was not so 
much the sketches them- 
selves, despite their gener- 
al failure. The problem is 
that 'a little'bit of Paulsen 
— like a little bit of Jona- 
than Winters — goes a 
long, long way.

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Campus Drug Problem Is Invading Halls of Industry

The drug problem on the college campuses In time 


had to begin edging into the business world. 


Indtfslry leaders, however, have chosen to say little 


about the impending invasion of new, young workers 
•who have at least experimented with drugs 


The mail bag has been watched closely here during 


1969 for some evidence the problem would be faced up 
to at last. 


As the year ebbed away, the first evidence arrived. 
"Drug abuse, previously confined to the most down- 


and-out elements of-'society," the missive began, "now 
poses a frightening problem for industry in 1970." 
. 


Speaking out boldly is Occupational Hazards, one of 


the nation's leading magazines of industrial safety and 
security management. 


A source close to the periodical estimates that three , 


out of every four plants, with 50 or more employes, may 
now have a drug abuse problem. 
NOT EASY TO PINPOINT 


The new problem is not easy for industry to pin- 


point. The user sometimes is the least suspected, but 
with so many abuse-prone compounds around and avail- 
able, personnel workers are urged to be especially 
watchful. 


First of all, there are the so-called "hard narcot- 


ics." 


These include opium and its derivatives, heroin and 


morphine. It is highly unlikely that anyone with the her- 
oin habit could stay on a payroll, the magazine says. 


Most of these addicts can't hold steady jobs. 
The hallucinogenic drugs — LSD, STP, DMT, peyote 


and mescaline — grew mightily in popularity during the 
middle 1960s. Thest drugs produce an artificial psy- 
chosis in the user. 
. 


They distort his perception of reality, cause visions 


aijd hallucinations, and disrupt normal thought flow. 


LSD is the most potent of them. It's unlikely that 


anyone would report to work while on an .LSD trip, but 
there is the possibility of a user experiencing a sponta- 
neous "flashback" reaction while on the. job, Occupa- 
tional Hazards explains. 


Because during flashback, the user is subject to a 


recurrence of the drug's effects without having taken 
another dose, he could become a grave safety menace 
to hhimself and other employes, the magazine says. 
SIGNS OF MARIJUANA 


Marijuana, or "pot," is another of the hallucinogens, 


although a mild one, according to the magazine. It is 
not addictive, but may cause psychological dependence. 
Signs of marijuana use are reddened eyes, dilation of 
pupils and a dreamy, out-of-it mood. 


While in this dreamy state, a pot user is prone to 


injury and, inadvertently, can injure others. 


The so-called "up and down drugs," amphetamines 


and barbiturates, present the most serious threat to in- 
dustry. 


Amphetamines, or "ups," stimulate the central 


nervous system to help combat fatigue and sleepiness. 
The most commonly used are emphetamine (Benza- 
drine), dextraomphetamine (Dexedrine) and metheta- 
mine (Methedrine). Slang terms, common among abuse- 
rs, are pep pills, bennies and speed. 
. 


"Ups" are readily available to almost anyone bent 


on abusing them. On the average, the legitimate drug 
industry turns out enough of-'them to supply every man, 
woman and child in the United States with 25 doses 
every year, the magazine says. Illicit producers turn out 
bilUons more. 
CAUSES SERIOUS ACCIDENTS 


Amphetamine overdose has caused many serious ac- 


cidents, notably on the highways, because it dulls the 
emotions and prevents organization of one's thinking. 


Recent U.S. Department of Transportation reports 


disclosed one truck driver demolished his rig when he 
"simply left the wheel while the truck was moving and 
crawled into the sleeper for a nap." 


Narcotics agents reported a case where the proprie- 


tor of a chicken packing house In the South hired teen- 
agers to chase runaway ^chickens. To keep the young- 
sters from tiring, he fed them amphetamines. 


"Down drugs" — barbiturates or sedatives — are as 


dangerous as amphetamines and nearly as common and 
easy to get. Excessive doses create an effect similar to 
drunkenness. The user is confused, he staggers, his 
speech is slurred and he loses emotional control. 


Because .barbiturates distort vision and slow down 


responses, they can cause accidents. 


Taken with alcohol, the effect could be lethal. These 


some experts to be.more difficult to cure than narcotic 
drugs are physically addicting and are considered by 
addiction. 


What has been done to combat drug abuse? 
In the trucking industry, the problem was met head 


on by a cooperative campaign mounted by the Ameri- 
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can Trucking Association and the Bureau of Narcotics 
and Dangerous Drugs. 


The campaign's objectives were to educate truckers 


1o the dangers of stimulants and to drive out the crimi- 
nal element, which was supplying truck drivers with 
pep pills,

Amphetamine overdose has caused many serious ac- 


cidents, notably on the highways, because it dulls the 
emotions and prevents organization of one's thinking. 


Recent U.S. Department of Transportation reports 


disclosed one truck driver demolished his rig' when he 
"simply left the wheel while the truck was moving and 
crawled into the sleeper for a nap." 


Narcotics agents reported a case where the proprie- 


tor of a chicken packing house in the South hired teen- 
agers to chase runaway chickens. To keep the young- 
sters from tiring, he fed them amphetamines. 


"Down drugs" — barbiturates or sedatives — are as 


dangerous as amphetamines and nearly as common and 
easy to get. Excessive doses create an effect similar to 
drunkenness. The user is confused, he staggers, his 
speech is slurred and he loses emotional control. 


Because barbiturates distort vision and slow down 


responses, they can cause accidents. 


Taken with alcohol, the effect could be lethal. These 


some experts to be more difficult to cure than narcotic 
drugs are physically' addicting and are considered by 
addiction.

Isn't Fool-Proof Method

ANSWER: Legally, peo- 


ple in this position 
are 


known as "joint tenants 
with rights of survivor- 
ship" — and that last 
noun, of course, is the key 
word since property held 
this way usually passes 
automatically to the survi- 
vor when one owner dies. 


Since it isn't considered 


part of his prohate estate 
it bypasses the tedious and 
costly probate-court proc- 
ess. 


The process, in fact, has 


become so. common as to 
be taken, for granted in 
most instances of home 
ownership by husband and 
wife and has, inaccurately,

man's will." 


But, 
like 
all 
"sure 


things" joint tenancy can 
have its pitfalls as well as 
its obvious advantages — 
in the case of simultane- 
ous death of the two par- 
ties or, in the case of hus- 
band and wife, when sepa- 
ration or divorce enters 
the picture, to name only 
a couple of examples. 


For openers, though, it 


should be emphasized that 
joint tenancy does NOT 
rule out the necessity for a 
will and, since the laws 
governing 
joint 
tenancy 


will vary 
slightly from 


state to state, a lawyer 
should be consulted if you

reservations 


about acquiring properly 
under these terms. 


In 
the 
cases of Mr. 


l)rl. C. H., however, it is 
difficult to see why joint 
tenancy shouldn't prove to 
be a perfectly practical 
solution for him and his 
sister.

Truck Traffic Strangling 
Citifcs. Experts Agree 


NEW YORK (UPI) — If 


American cities are to sur- 
vive they're going to have 
to unfreeze truck traffic, 
according to trucking lead- 
ers. 


The 
city 
today lives 


largely off trucks, and in 
the. 
bigger cities truck 


traffic slowly being stran- 
gled by other vehicles and 
by costs that are rising 
spectacularly. 
Sometimes 


the traffic 
breaks down 


completely in snowstorms. 


The American Trucking 


Association reports that, in 
spite of an 8 per cent rise 
in total business to a rec- 
ord 
$13.3 billion in 1969, 


the trucking industry had 
a $36 million shrinkage in 
profit. Much of it was in 
the big cities. 


When a truck approach- 


es the heart of a big city, 
its operating cost per mile 
skyrockets. A study in To- 
ronto, a city less strangled 
than some, showed aver- 
age operating cost of a 
truck jumps from 78 cents 
a mile in the suburbs to 
more than $2 a mile in the 
heart of Toronto. 


SOME idea of the mag- 


nitude of the problem may 
be seen from industry cal- 
culations that in dense cit- 
ies s u c h as New York, 
Chicago and Los Angeles, 
it takes one truck trip a 
day for every five inhabit- 
ants 
to 
keep the city 


going. 


That means 1.6 million 


trips a day to serve the 
eight million inhabitants of 
the 
central city of New 


York, and many 
trucks 


can make only one trip a 
day. 


John Page, head of the 


Trailer Division of Clark 
Equipment Co. of Buchan- 
an, Mich., says the streets 
of 
hig American cities 


simply aren't adequate to 
handle the truck and pas- 
senger traffic simultane- 
ously, and not enough peo- 
ple are facing up to that 
fact. 


"SINCE 20 per cent of 


almost every dollar the 
average American spends 
goes for transportation it's 
time we did face up to it 
and 
start 
cutting 
the 


drain," Page said. 


"Money 
wasted on ex- 


pensive transportation in 
the cities is as bad as 
money wasted on unduly 
high taxes." 


Some cities are tackling 


the problem with special 
routes 
for 
trucks 
that 


speed up traffic as much 
as 25 per cent — Detroit, 
Minneapolis, 
Dallas and 


Miami, for example. 


Philadelphia has a law 


requiring off the street 
truck loading docks in all 
new buildings going up hi 
the central ciiy. 


But Page said trucking 


experts don't believe these 
measures will be enough 
to halt the strangulation o£ 
truck traffic in the big ci- 
ties. Much more drastic 
measures will be needed. 


HE SAID trucking men 


believe serious considera- 
tion soon will have to be 
given to such 
measures 


as: 


— Charging tolls on out 


of town passenger cars en- 
tering inner cities.

Truck Traffic Strangling 
Cities, Experts Agree 


NEW YORK (UPI-) - If 


American cities are to sur- 
vive they're going to have 
to unfreeze truck traffic, 
according to trucking lead- 
ers. 


The 
city 
today lives 


largely off trucks, and in 
the 
bigger cities truck 


traffic slowly being stran- 
gled by other vehicles and 
by costs that are rising 
spectacularly. 
Sometimes 


the traffic breaks down 
completely in snowstorms. 


The American Trucking 


Association reports that, in 
spite of an 8 per cent rise 
in total business to a rec- 
ord $13.3 billion in 1969, 
the trucking industry had 
a $36 million shrinkage in 
profit. Much of it was in 
the big cilies. 


When a truck approach- 


es tile heart of a big city, 
its operating cost per mile 
skyrockets. A sludy in To- 
ronto, a city less strangled 
than some, showed aver- 
age operating cost of a 
truck jumps from 78 cents 
a mile in the suburbs to 
more than $2 a mile in the 
heart of Toronto. 


SOME idea of the mag- 


nitude of the problem may 
be seen from industry cal- 
culations, that in-dense cit- 
ies s u c h as New York, 
Chicago and Los Angeles, 
it takes one truck trip a 
day for every five inhabit- 
ants 
to 
keep the city 


going. 


That means 1.6 million 


trips a day to serve the 
eight million inhabitants of 
the central city of New 
York, and many trucks 
can make only one trip a 
day.

cactus I started from a 
couple of leaves several 
years ago. It has reached 
maturity, and the past two 
years was full of flower 
buds. These dropped off 
one by one before they 
reached full bloom. It is in a 
pottery pot with very good 
drainage. I fed it fish 
emulsion 
two or three 


times 
last 
summer. 
I 


brought it in to protect it 
from the wind and cold in 
the fall. What can I do to 
get it to hold the buds? • 
They get almost to the 
point of bursting open then 
drop w i t h o u t turning 
brown. That is what is so

A.—1) There's too much 


nitrogen.fertilizer in Fish 
Emulsion. Use a balanced 
plant food, not a liquid, 
that contains less nitrogen 
than phosphoric acid, plus 
potash. There's a new pel- 
let-form fertilizer contain- 
ing only phosphoric acid 
and potash, for blooming 
and for fruit setting.

Don't keep the soil moist 
constantly. W a t e r well 
when soil is dry,.then no 
more 
till 
plant 
thirsts 


again. 


Q.—My two large avocado 


trees grow in open ground, 
get little water except dur- 
ing the rainy season, pro- 
duce loads of blooms but 
no fruit. Why? Mrs. J.J.F. 


A.—Avocado trees need 


water between ths rainy 
seasons..Water periodical- 
ly, to about a two foot 


depth, 
but 
beyond 
(he 


drip-line s p r e a d of the 
branches. 
Trees 
should 


have a mulch, either of 
their leaves, or manure or 
some form of organic ma- 
terial. Feed them in the 
spring, summer, aud early 
fall, with citrus-avocado 
food, or a.complete plant 
food with less nitrogen 
than the other major ferti- 
lizer elements. 


Q. — I have two pome- 


granate seedlings. One is 
flowering about three feet 
tall. Can these be trans- 
planted in large pots? Can 
it be done successfully at 
this time? 


A.—Yes, if you'll hurry 


up and do it. Give.them 
•water with vitamin B-l 
added after transplanting 


'- them. Repeat vitamin B-l 
in water applications 
at 


weekly intervals. Bo it 
five or six times. The vi- 
tamin B-l cushions the 
shock o£ transplanting, 
and helps the plants. Be 
sure to. dig a good size 
firm ball of roots. 


COMMENT — I read 


and enjoy your "garden 
clinic" as I enjoy garden- 
ings. I wish you would give 
simple, understand able in- 
. formation on how to prune 
a rose. Instead of saying 
the plant needs such and 
such, please state what 
kind of fertilizers. I've 
ruined many of my choice 
shrubs by using wrong fer- 
tilizers.

A.—1) There's too much 


nitrogen.fertilizer in Fish 
Emulsion. Use a balanced 
plant food, not a liquid, 
that contains less nitrogen 
than phosphoric acid, plus 
potash. There's a new p«l- 
let-form fertilizer contain- 
ing only phosphoric acid 
and potash, for blooming 
and for fruit setting. 2) 
Don't keep the soil moist 
constantly. W a t e r well 
when soil Is dry,.then no.

Q.—My two large avocado 


trees grow in open ground,. 
get little water except dur- 
•ing the rainy season, .pro- 
duce loads of blooms but

A.—Avocado trees need 


water between ths rainy 
seasons..Water periodical- 
ly, to about a two foot 


depth, 
but 
beyond 
the 


drip-line spread of the 
branches. 
Trees 
should 


have a mulch, either of 
their leaves, or manure or 
some form of organic ma- 
terial. Feed them in the 
spring, summer, and early 
fall, with citrus-avocado 
food, or a.complete plant 
food with less nitrogen 
. than the other major ferti- 
lizer elements. 


Q. — I have two pome- 


granate seedlings. One is 
flowering about three feet 
tall. Can these be trans- 
planted in large pots? Can 
it .be done .successfully at 
this.-time?

A.—Yes, if you'll hurry 


up and do it. Give.them 
water with vitamin B-l 
added after transplanting 
them. Repeat' vitamin B-l 
in water application* at 
Weekly intervals. Do it 
five or six times. The vi- 
tamin B-l 
cushions the 


shock of transplanting, 
and helps the plants. Be 
sure to dig a good size 
firm ball of roots.

I wish you would give 
simple, understand able in- 
formation on how to prune 
a rose.

Cardinal Mclntyre' came 
as a surprise this week, 
lessened by the disclosure 
that he had submitted his 
resignation two years ago, 
at age 81. This was al- 
ready six years past.the 
usual suggested retirement 
time in the church. 


While all j o i n: in sin- 


cerely wishing' him well, 
and emphasis is properly 
u p o n 
his magnificent 


achievements as organiz- 
er, builder and spiritual 
leader during two decades 
of fantastic growth, there 
have been mixed feelings 
in 
the Roman Catholic 


community ' about' 
Mc- 


lntyre, 
and there's no 


point in blinking the fact. 


Some saw him as an 


arch reactionary who had 
this* archdiocese 
lagging 


behind the rest of the 
country and who was hurt- 
ing the church's image. A 
considerably larger num- 
ber of parishioners backed 
the cardinal unqualifiedly 
and devotedly, -and consid- 
ered his critics to be the 
ones harming the church. 


Then there are many 


who have been torn be- 
tween two feelings — ad- 
miration and appreciation 
for the cardinal's hard and 
selfless years of building 
and caring for his people, 
and, on the other hand, a 
feeling that he had, in less 
tangible ways, fallen- be- 
hind the times and was not 
fully in accord with the 
changes asked by Vatican 
11. 


For these moderate and 


concerned churchmen and 
women, including not a 
few 
priests, .and nuns, 


there is no conflict, and no 
h y p o c r i s y , . i n hailing 
James Francis Cardinal 
Mclntyre as a devoted man - 
of God who gave his great 
talents to the benefit of the 
archdiocese and the gener- 
al community, and in also 
feeling that the younger, 
more flexible Archbishop 
M a n n i n g may now be 
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better able to lead the 
archdiocese into the 1970s, 
hopefully reconciling some 
' of the differences which 
have developed.

Athletic Union, with whom 
the NCAA wars. 


Some of that criticism is 


highly justified. The NCAA 
sets up as protector of the 
so-called "s t u d e n t-a t h- 
lete," and has 
o f t e n 


failed, 
perhaps 
because 


rigorously 
policing 
its 


member institutions is im- 
possible, and perhaps be- 
cause it is, after all, a 
trade association for col- 
lege athletic departments. 


Every so often, Byt;rs 


and 
the 
NCAA take a 


stand so rigid and seem- 
ingly perverse that one 
might 'think they 'were 
going 'out of their way to 
irritate their friends. 


An example was an arti'- 


cle in.last month's issue of 
the NCAA News attacking 
such groups as the Student 
Nonviolent 
Coordinating 


Committee, Black Student 
Union, Black Panther Par- 
ty, Students for a Demo- 
cratic 
Society 
and the 


Peace and Freedom Par 
ly. The NCAA intimated 
that recent turbulence in( 
college 
sports 
among 


blacks could be traceable 
to their plotting and agita- 
tion. 


Citing g o v e r n m e n t 


sources, the article stated: 
"The 
evidence is clear 


that there is operating in 
this country a hard-core 
revolutionary 
force

The article links the plot

NKW YORK (UPI) — American Telephone grabbed 


top billing on Wall Street this week as the stock market 
retreated in the absence of inspiring news. Turnover 
was moderate. 


The communications giant added a new chapter to 


its history Wednesday when, for the first time In memo- 
ry, it was not traded. The N.Y. Stock Exchange sus- 
pended trading in AT&T, the most widely held issue, be- 
cause of the "unusual importance" of a proposed offer- 
ing. 


THE EXCHANGE said it felt the public should have 


additional time to study details of AT&T's announce- 
ment of a plan to sell lo its stockholders about $1.57 bil- 
lion in debentures, carrying warrants to purchase an ag- 
gregate of 31.4 million additional common shares. It is 
believed lo be Ihe largest single financing ever by a 
U.S. firm. 


In 1964, AT&T raised over $1 billion on a stock of- 


fering to which more than 99.9 per cent of the compa: 
ny's shareholders subscribed.

Trades generally appeared unmoved by President

"clean waters program" to put modern municipal waste 
treatment plants wherever they nre needed.

In assessing the market's reaction to Nixon's ad- 


dress, Newtnn Zinder. analyst for E. F. Hutton Broker- 
age, said "It was n neutral response. He didn't say any- 
thing lo damage the market, but neither did he say any- 
thing to encourage it." 


Alan R. Shaw, director of market research for Har- 


ris, Uphan. & Co., said there were no surprises. "I 


thought there would be more emphasis on inflation." 


"Most of the tilings he talked about already had 


been discussed," William Nelson, director of equity re- 
search of Moody's Investors Service, commented.
